With the release of the full 
testimony and other exhibit ; of 
the Warren Commission hear- 
ings, there win be many ques- 
tions raised as details become 
known which were formerly ob- 
scured in the Warren Report It- 
•df- Granted that the average 
person couldn't cane less about 
these details, nevertheless It 
■na fitting to examine care- 
fully those points which seem to 
support belief that a conspiracy 
was responsbile for staging Tie 
assassination. 

One detail of the testimony

P- 158, Report ) which entirely 
anlta the name from Lancaster 
Ave. (For those Interested, this

•alia and Ewing.) The Urge 
words "Fifth", "Sixth", "Sev- 
enth" and "Eighth" occupy the 
apace where the name "Lan- 
caster" should be found. Cu- 
riously enough the word "Av.” 
remains on the map, along Lan- 
caster. between Comal St. and 
Addison St. The full length of 
Lancaster Ave. lit Oak Cliff 
shows on the map as repro- 
duced, so the name must have 
"sea there originally. 

Why la Lancaster Ave. so lm- 
jjflrtmt In the events of Nov. 23, 
vmr Simply because Officer 
Tlpplt, in his police car "with 
No. 10 prominently displayed on 
••ch si de", w as at the oomer of 

Lancaster and Eighth st. at 

€ minutes to 1 o’clock. (See p. 
165.) That corner happens to be 
t only 8 blocks away from Os- 
wald’s rooming house on N. 
Becklev Ave. 

The testimony of the houiek- 
••pw at the rooming house (see 
p. 353) Is that she saw a Dallas 
police car at about 1 P M., while 
Oswald wai briefly In the house 
getting his jacket. The number 
of this police car began with 
"10", as she recollects It, and 
the car drove slowly by, stop- 
ping momentarily In front of the 
bouse and honking Its horn sev- 
eral times. Before Oswald cam.; 
out. the car had left. 

While this police car could 
have been Tlpplt’s car, it 
probably was not, although the 
connection is quite remarkable, 
alnce the Commission found that 
no other police car was in the 
neighborhood of the rooming 
house at 1 PM. (See p. 253.) Tip- 
pit could have been driven the 
eight blocks to the house In the 
fix tnlnuttes available, TlppAi 
■M a lone, whereas the housek- 
eeper saw several occupants -In 
the police car, but there Is no 
Mfcftat that the Otamission 
tried to find them for question - 
tag- Tht Commission went gut of 
ttf W to my that there Is ns 
evidence that a police car was 


in the neighborhood of the room- 
ing house about 1 p.m., other 
than the housekeeper’s sworn 
testimony to them and to the 
F.B.I. Since the official Com- 
mission conclusion is that Os- 
wald had no accomplices and 
that nobody in the police depart- 
ment was working with him. Is 
this a case of stretching the re- 
ported facts to fit the conclu- 
sion? 

Unfortunately for our coun- 
try’s future, the Warren Com- 
mission Report is permeated 
with such instances of cavalier 
treatment of reported fact a, and 
obscuration of relations. During 
the next few years, these instan- 
ces may give rise to numerous 
hi tides and discussions which 
would rejvult in unjustly (1 re- 
peat UNJUSTLY) pointing the 
finer of suspicion at tha very 
heads of the executive and judi- 
ciary branches of our national 
government. I believe the blame 
lies with the staff, and not the 
leaders. 

A more probable area exists 
than those just mentioned. In 
which to seek out the cause of 
the assassination. If indeed 
there was a conspiracy. Quasi- 
military men, who have mast- 
ered the craft of psychological 
warfare, are techadogioally 
quite capable of executing a 
deed such as the saw— Inst Inn 
and getting away with It. Are 
we quite sure that all such men 
in Washington are morally ut- 
terly incapable of wadi dastard- 
ly action? Might they have dona 
It If they honestly believed that 
President Kennedy wae not act- 
ing In the best interests of the 
country, in attempting to reach 
an accommodation with the 
Russians, to allow "co-exis- 
tence"? 

It would be mad unforbaate 
If we should Had out that tbi 
Warren Commission Report hn4 
appeared to try to cover up the 
existence of each a conspiracy. 

The public must leant more 
about the domestic (noa-lnteDf- 
fence) operations of our so-

•o that, dsopOa Mr llmitlese 
budgets, theta* secret use of 
Foundations sad dummy corpo- 
rations. their penetration of the 
military "Special Faroes" and 
the radio and press services, . . .
